|in Millinery And Something Of Tho Cost in Miss Hannah Ulman Becomes Bride Of Mr. Record of Property Sales For Week kad. 


America. The Tariff At Fault. 


The glories of the Easter season 
are fast approaching, and the wonder- 
fal creations of the milliners’ art will 
be with us for further exhibition. 
The cost is great, but in most cases 
necessary to keep patrons and maids 
ìn good humor for that great consumma- 
tion of their hopes for distinguished 
appearance. 

It ia interesting at this season to 
think over the the prodigious sum ex- 
punded by the American people in thia 
line. Over $200,000,000 in expended 
every year by our wives and daugbtere 
for millinery- manufactured in this 
countty, besides the millions for what 
is imported. mes" 

The tariff tax on such articles of 
adornnient increases tho price of mil. 
linery, more than 50 per cent, on the 
average, for the manufacturers are 
protected by the tariff tax Which is 
collected on imported millinery, so 
that they can add to the price of the 
home product about what the imported 
articles have to pay at the Custom 
House. 

Every woman therefore is interested 
in the tariff question, for through the 
protection it gives the American manu- 
facturer the cost of hats and bonnets 
are increased quite 50 per cent. If 
the present tariff rates on millinery 
were reduced to 20 per cent. the wo- 
men of the country would save nearly 
one third of what they now pay for 
such articles. whether imported or 
made in this country, for the price of 
the American manufactured goods 
would have to decline to meet the re- 
duced coat of the imported articles. 
It wonld be tedious to give the tar- 
iff rates on hata and bonnets. or the 
many articles all that go into the hats 
and bonnets that are made up in this 
country, but the tariff’s tax runs 50 
to 70 per cent. of thecost of the artic- 
les in the country from which they are 
Imported, so that if a hat coat $10 in 
Paris; the tariff tax on it is from 65 
to $7 and as the cost ia often muob 
greater than this therefore the tariff 
tax is eo much greater in proportion. 

The protectionista tell ua that we 
must be willing to pay this import 
duty to protect our manufacturers from 
foreign competition and to protect 
American labor in being paid higher 
wages than the foreign laborer gets. 
fhe Democrats claim that to reduce 
the tariff to a reasonable rate would 
still give the American laborer all the 
protection he needs, while at the same 
time producing enough revenue from 
Customs duties to run the government. 
Under such a Demoortio system the 
trusts and combines that control so 
many articies of necessity would have 
to reduce the price they charge and 
the present high cost of living woald 
be greatly reduced. 

Nearly everything we consume, or 
wear, is protected by high tariff rate, 
and whether we buy imported articles, 
on which the government bas collect- 
ed the duty or similar home manu- 
factared articles, on which the trust, 
combines, or, protected manofacturer 
haa collected the tax, by adding the 
tariff rate to their part, there is no es- 
cape from the high prices which the 
tariff cansos and the American con- 
sumer has to pay the bills.

In England Their Influence Has Re- 
salted in the Modern British Thor- 
oaughbred—tatroduced in Russia 
im the Reign of Peter the Great, 


Robert Sewell, a well known ‘artist 
and borse fancler who has made a 
study of the subject, says that the 
panem breed of so-called Arablans 
| to which most of the improved mod- 
ern raters own many of their best 
qualities is in imminent danger of 
becoming extinct. For hunderds of 
years the horse breeders. of all na- 
| tions have been drawing on Arabia 
Efor stallions and mares to Improvo 
the common stock and this constant 
rain on a country having compara- 
92 few horses in proportion to its 
population has, it is sald, lowered 
the standard besides depleting tho 
numbers. 

In England the influence of tho 
Arab has resulted in the modern 
British thoroughbred, whose super- 
jority as a racehorse is now acknowl- 
edged throughout the world. Though 
recént researches have exploded the 
famous dictum of Admira! Rous that 
the British racehorse is a pure 
Eastern exotic, whose pedigree can 
be traced 2,000 years, the true son 
of Arabia Deserta, without a drop of 
English blood in his veins,” it can- 
not be *denied that the Oriental 
horsés imported into England for 
racing purposes at least as early as 
the time of Henry VIII. (1509) and 
probably during the crusades were 
the dominating element in the for- 
mation ot the. thoroughbred type, 
which 1n turn, has been an important 
factor ih building up the breed of 
American trotting horses. 

In Russia Arab blood was intro- 
duced in the imperial stud as early ns 
the timé of Peter the Great (1682). 
and from its use have come the pres- 
ent. day breed of Orloff trotters, 
which excel the American in purity 
of action and in uniformity.of type, 
if not in speed, and the Russian 
breed of Carriage horses, 

In France, Germany and other 
countries of Continental Euro»: 
Eastern blood has been engrafted ou 
the horse stock to an extent as great 
as in England and Russia, while 
Spain, Hungary and Austria, which 
were overrun in the middle ages by 
the followers of Mohammed, acquired 
thousands of horses of Oriental an- 
cestry by these invasions. The gray 
Arabs have left thelr mark on the 
horses of France, where the trappy, 
active, rapid walking Percheron 
draughters inherit the color as well 
as other characteristics of their re- 
mote Arabian ancestors. It is à eom- 
món occurrence to see Percheron 
horses In New York that weigh up- 
ward of 1,500 pounds, with the clean 
cut beads, wide thi9ttles, sharp 


pointed ears and beautiful, mild eyes 


characteristic of the true Arab. 


The type of horse that ls comnion- 
ly called Arabian has been found in 
different. ages in various countries 
bordering on the Mediterrancan Sea, 
notably in Turkey, -Abla Minor, 
Arabis, Egypt, the. Barbary States 
and Spain. From time {immemorial 
until a very recent period horse his- 
torlans were agreed that Arabia was 
the original. habitat of this superior 
breed which refined the horse stock 
of the world. 

The long accepted bellet was 
based chiefly if not wholly, on the 
traditions and legends of the Arabe 
themselves, who assumed to trace the 
pedigrees of their fine horses straight 
back withont taint of foreign blood 
to Tve famous mares owned by Sheik 
Balaman, who was fourth in descent 
from Ismael, son of Abraham, and 
who lived about 3,600 years ago. 

These: five famous mares belonged 
to Mohammed until & few years ago, 
when Major Roger D. Upton, an Eng-

States was found ip Notch Brook, 
near Paterson, New. Jersey, in 1857. 
It weighed ninety-three grains. Sub- 
sequenty it became known as the 
Queen pearl, and was sold to the Em- 
press Eugenie of France for twenty- 
five. handred dollars.. Owing to the 
great increase in the value of pearls 
of recent years, it js now worth. more 
than five times that amount. Short. 
ly. theréafter probably the largest 
pearl ever found in these waters was 
taken in the same brook. In shape 
it was round, and weighed over four 
hundred graina; but unfortunately thë 
pearl was ruined by the crode meth- 
od of boiling then employed to- open 
the shells. _- 

During the pearl excitément near 


tra good penrls were found. One, 
button shapped on the back, weigh- 
Ing thirty eight grains, was the gem 
of the collection. In the early '80' 


a sky blue pear] which was found in 
Caney Fork, “Tennessee. was sold. for 
nine hundred and fifty dollars, and 
subsequently brought 


hundred in London.

tity of magnificently. colored pearia 
were found in the creeks and rivers 
of Wisconsiu. Ons of thea? pear!s 
sold for over five hundred dollars, 
and some among them were equal to 
any ever found for beauty uud color. 
ing. 

The year 1897 saw the pearling 
craze-break out in Arkansas. A deep 
pink pearl of forty grains weight was 
found in the mud of one stream by a 
woman; while a farmer's boy obtain - 
ed a pink pearl of thírty-oné grains in 
Black River and sold it for thirty-five 
dollars, the purchaser selling it in St. 
Louin a little later for five hzndred 
dollars. 

In 1848 a fisherman searched the 
head waters of the Mystio River in 
Oonnectiout, and, after a few weeks“ 
work, gathered a number of peurls, 
oué of which he sold for-five hundred 
dollars and two for four hündred dol. 
lars each: 

The best price ever received by a 
finder for an American fresh water 
pearl was teu thousand dollars for one 
from Tennessee. ‘Two others from 
the same State brought six hundred 
and fifty and one thousand dollars 
each; A Wisconsin pearl sold for 
eight’ thousand dollars, while two, 
Florida pearls of sixty-eight and fifty. 
eight grains brought ‘eight hundred 
and fifty and six hundred dollars re. 
spectively. 

Several months ago there wa- offer- 
ed for sale by s gem dealer of New 
York ‘a perfect pearl, white aud 
rounded, weighing sixty oglit grains. 
which be valued at fiftoen thonsand 
dollars. This pearl was found lost 
summer near the Wisconsin bank of 
the Mississippi River, aud wat «old 
by the finder, who evidently hudn't 
the slightest ides of it» valus, for 
seventy five cents. Another pearl 
found abont the same time was recent: 
ly offered for sala to New York jewel- 
ers for five thousand dollars. The 
later in a pink. pearl shaped poarl nnd 
weighs ninety-nine grains. 

A few yeas ago a fisherman ha- 
came so agitated on finding a pearl

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the Arabian Horse 


———— 


Has IMPROVED STOCK. 


In England Their Influence Has Re- 
sulted in the Modern British Thor- 
onghbred—tatroduced in Russia 
m the Reign of Peter the Great. 


Robert Sewell, a well known artist 
and horse fancier who has made a 
| study of the subject, says that the 
7 ancient breed of so-called ‘Arabians 
to which most of the improved mod- 
ern racers own many of their best 
qualities is in imminent danger of 
becoming extinct. For hunderds of 
years the horse breeders. of all na- 
| tlons have been drawing on Arabia 
kor stallions and mares to Improvo 
the common stock and this constant 
drain on a country having compara- 
(Sosan few horses fn proportion to its 
population hns, it is said, lowered 
the standard besides depleting the 
numbers. 

In England the influence of the 
Arab has resulted in the moderu 
British thoroughbred, whose super- 
jority as a racehorse is now acknowl- 
edged throughout the world. Though 
recent researches have exploded the 
famous dictum of Admiral Rous that 
the British racehorse la u pure 
Bastern exotic, whose pedigree cau 
be traced 2,000 years, the true son 
of Arabia Deserta, without a drop of 
English blood in his veins," it can- 
not be denied that the Oriental 
horsés imported into England for 
racing purposes at least as early as 
the time of Henry VIII. (1509) and 
probably during the crusades were 
the dominating element in the for- 
mation’ of the thoroughbred type, 
which in turn, has been an important 
factor ih building up the breed of 
American trotting horses. 

In Russia Arab blood was intro- 
duced/in the imperial stud as early ns 
the time of Peter the Great (1682), 
and from its use have come the pres- 
ent. day breed of Orloff trotters, 
which excel the American in purity 
of action and in uniformity of type, 
if not in speed, and the Russian 
breed of carriage horses. 

In France, Germany and other 
countries of Continental Euron- 
Eastern blood has been engrafted cu 
the horse stock to an extent as great 
as in England and Russia, while 
Spain, Hungary and Austria, which 
were overrun in the middle ages by 
the followers of Mohammed, acquired 
thousands of horses of Oriental an- 
cestry by these invasions. The gray 
Arabs have left their mark on the 
horses of France, where the trappy, 
active, rapid walking Percheron 
draughters inherit the color as well 
as other characteristics of their re- 
mote Arabian ancestors. It is à eom- 
mon occurrence to see Percheron 
horses- In New. Tork that weigh up- 
ward of 1,600 pounds, with the clean 
cut heads, wide thiotties, sharp 
pointed ears and beautiful mid ex 
characteristic of the true Arab. 


The type of horse that ls common- 
ly called Arabian has been found in 
different ages in various countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean Sea, 
notably in Turkey, Asia Minor, 
Arabia, Egypt, the. Barbary States 
and Spain. From time immemorial! 
until a very recent period horse his- 
torlans were agreed that Arabia was 
the original habitat of thia superior 
breed which refined the horse stock 
of the world. 

The long accepted belief was 
based chiefly if not wholly on the 
traditions and legends of the Arabe 
tnemselves, who assumed to traco the 
pedigrees of their. fine horses straight 
back without taint of foreign blood 
to Tive famous mares owned by Shelk 
Salaman, who was fourth in descent 
from Ismael], son of Abraham, and 
who lived about $,600 years ago. 


These five famous mares belonged. 
to Mohammed unti] & few years ago, 
when Major Roger D. Upton, an Eng- 
lish traveller in Arabia, taught the 
world their true history. It is an old 
story that In order to select mares 
worthy of-becoming the dams of the 
‘best horses the Prophet shut up a 
herd in plain sight of water and kept 
them there until they were almost 
famished with thirst. Then they were 
all released at once, and when rest- 
ing headlong to the water the war 
trumpet was sounded as a test of 
obedience and discipline, Only fivo 
out of thé herd obeyed the signal and 
turned, in spite of their suffering, to 
Une up in battle array. These alone 
were chosen to perpetuate the breed, 
"and they became known as the 
Propheta mares.” 

From tbe earliest dawning of hin- 
tory until the Middle “Ages the 
horses most renowned. for purposes 
of war, religion and display seem to 
haye béen white or gray. Of this 
color were all those chosen for dedi- 
cation to the gods of Persia, Scythia, 
‘Rome and Greece. White horses 
were always demanded as tribute, 
and white horses always drew the 
chariots of the kings. They figured 
prominently in triumphal marches

por, in which the inhabitants were 
cremated by the act of God. It was 
first hurled into ruin, then incinera- 
ted by fire, then disinfected with 
sulphur. then sown with salt, then 
burled under the waters of the Dead 
Sea, ‘which still roll fathoms deep 
e the spot where the drowned city 
stood. Abraham interceded for the 
place, but when he found that among 
all the thousands of Sodom there 
were not ten men who were right- 
eous in it, his faith broke down and 
he made his petition no more, 

And yet, if you had been in Sodom 
the day before the catastrophe and 
asked to be shown the evidence of its 
prosperity and perpetuity you could 
have found abundant answer. Cor- 
ner lots were quoted at thelr full 
value, the day before! Wealthy citi- 
zens dwelt in peace in gorgeous pal- 
aces, the day before. 

There was no premonition of com- 
ing doom, the day before. Pleasure 
jostled business, the marts of trade 
and the halls of mirth were filled 
with eager throngs, the day before. 
But in forty-eight hours every pal- 
ace was gone, every obscene temple 
was blotted out, every voice was 
hushed in Sodom, while out on the

The plague of drunk- 
enness, the plague of gambling, the 
plague of yellow literature, the 
plague of lies, the plague of infidel- 
ity, the plague of crime, the plague 
of wars between capital and labor, 
tho plague of licentiousness, the 
plague of demagogulam, the plague 
of vagabondage. Plagues worse than 
the plagues of Egypt have, swooped 
down upon our modern cities. 

Every now and then society is 
startled with the crashing down into 
ruin of an apparently beautiful char- 
acter, a bank cashier turns up miss- 
ing, with the hard-earned savings of 
the poor in bis possession, or two 
families in high life “swap part- 
ners" through the rapid transit of 
the divorce court, the children of the 
several matrimonial revolutions 
scarcely daring to address the tem- 
porary head of the house, lest they 
should fall in proper designation. It 
has become so common a custom to 
steal that we have lifted*it to a fine 
art in this country and given it a 
new name.

We 
send the common burglar to ja!! aud 
the grafter to the Legislature. If a 
man steals a loaf of bread we give |- 
him the limit of the law, but if he 
breaks a bank we palliate the of- 
fense, upon the surrender of a por- 
tion of the plunder, 

The tendency of the age is toward 
the cities. The simple life of the 
country ia well enough to talk 
about, but most people prefer the so- 
clety of human beings to stumps: We| 
would rather live half a century in 
the city than 100 years in merely 
existing in the country. So we crowd 
into human bee hives and ant hills. 
We breathe foul air, and keep late 
"hours, and form evil companionships, 
and deterlorate body and soul Not 
that all the bad people live In cities 
and all the saints in the country. 
There are farmera who get as drunk 
on hard cider as their city cousins 
on champagne. There is more vice in 
the city because there are more peo- 
ple there, and more people means 
more temptations, more allurements, 
more ments, more freedom 
from responsibility. Many a man

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BRICK PAVED COUNTRY ROADS. 


Miles and Miles of This Pavement 
Center in Cleveland. 

With: the city of Cleveland as a 
venter, and spreading out fan-ilke in 
all directions, is to be seen perhaps 
the most wonderful system of coun-, 
try roads in the world, says the Clay 
Maker. Think of driving) for miles 
and miles through the open country 
on hard, dry, clean brick pavements 
which are laid and kept in repair 
-quite as well as the pavements of the 
best avenues of the big cities! Cuya⸗ 
hoga county, of. which Cleveland is 
the county town, has set the pace, 
and in the last three or four years 
has been doing ploneer work in the 
coustruction of roads which give sat- 
Isfaction, particularly to the faraor, 
with his heavy wagon, who ordinar- 
ily has to plow ‘throtgh several icet 
of mud to reach the markets. 

The same ideas used in the la- g 
of brick pavements in the city are ap- 
plied to this country project... Mud in 
the city is just as dhtv, sticky and 
undesirable as the mud found on the 
country road. is made the same 
und la being expelled in the same 
manner. The main objection mude 
by the rural settlers has been tue 
item of expense. The farmers always 
objected to standing their part. aS 
the same time the representat.: 
those same farmers usually vetal TI 
the spending of millions on the von- 
structions of fancy county bullitings 
and other elaborate projects. 

Miles and miles of brick pavc- 
ments center in Cleveland, the ‘chy 
of brick streets." All the main ar 
teries into the city are paved. T ese 
pavements are fourteen [eet wile 
enough for two ordinary teams te 
pass. At each side are six ^>- cighi 
feet strips of the ordinary mud roc 
type, which may be used In cas^s t. 
emergency. 

The roads gre made mnch «^er 
the ordinary style. The earth is ra- 
moved in the usnal process, curbing 
is set level with the road, laige 
stone is placed us the first buse, 
«Trading down to finer stone and ad 
i the bed on which the brick are 
aid. 

The cost of maintenance is not 
un large as would be expected. Ip 
1906 the sum of $120,000 wae al- 
lowed,but of this only $10,000 var 
bpent. The rest went to the Improve 
ment fund.

as many years for the third. 

As a rule, these men will not work, 
yet must be supported. Every tien 
they eat is in effect stolen from law- 
abiding and industrious people. No 
sound reason appears for allowing 
them to continue thus robbing t^e 
WEN they have so so ong pl plundered. 


Chain Tires Damage R Roads. 

The question of damage to macad- 
am roads done by automobile wheels 
when protected by chain tires in 
mentioned by Conimissioner Hutch- 
inson of New Jersey, in his annual 
report. 

Mr. Hutchinson says: “There ars 
in New Jersey roads on which fron 
$400 to $1,000 a mile is spent ouch 
year in repairs, and even then it iz 
dificult to keep them in smooth con- 
dition. These are the highwoye 
where automobile travel is héavies.. 
Then there are other roads where 
wagon. traffic Is heavy and where au- 
tomobiles. pass infrequently, on 
which there have been no repairs for 
five years, I think armored or chain 
tires are injurious to any road when 
heavy cars are sent along at exces- 
sive speed."

Lipuor Question Again. 


This as well as other sections of 
Delaware will soon be in the throes of 
anotlier contest over the sale of liquor. 

By a vote of 24 to 6, the House of 
Representatitves has concurred in the 
bill providing for a special election 
on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November of this year, 
on the question of whether the sale of 
manufactture of spirituous, vinuous 
or malt liquors, except for medicinal 
or sacramental purposes, shall be al- 
lowed by law in the State, The vote 
will be taken over the entire State bot 
the result, it ia expected, will apply to 
the four Local Option districts into 
which the State is divided by the 
Constitution — Wasbington city, rural 
New Castle county, Kent county and 
Sussex county. Thus, should the vote 
of the entire State be against the sale 
or manafacture of liquor, but the vote 
of one or more districts be in favor of 
it, the manufacture and sale of liquor 
would be permitted in those districta 
which voted sffirmatively, and prohib. 
ited im the others. On the other 
hand, should the vote of the entire 
Btate be in favor of license, and the 
vote of one or more of liquor. would 
be lawfal only in those districts which 
voted to make it so. At least this is 
the contention of those who are re- 
sponsible for the law. It may be that 
a decision of the courts will be neces- 
sary to determine this matter

Relation of the Time of Feeding to 
Flavor Imparted. 

The use of corn silage in milk pro- 
duction has become. well established. 
Experimental results and practical 
experience have alike been favorable 
to the economy of this method. of 
utilizing crops where dairy farming 
is conducted on a scale at all exten- 
siye. From time to time, objections 
have been raised to the use of siluge, 
on the ground that it imparts an ut- 
pleasant or disagreeable flayor to 
the milk. Considerable has been 
written on this subject, including 
several articles in recent experimeat- 
station publications, most of which 
is summarized in a bulletin just is- 
sued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture: 

In work with corn silage at ths 
Wisconsin Experiment Station it was 
demonstrated beyond question that 
when silage is fed a short time before 
milking a sweetish odor is Impartei 
to milk, by which it may be detected 
from milk not produced from silage. 
It was further demonstrated that if 
the silage is fed to cows just after 
milking, in the majority of cases 
milks so produced could not be sepa- 
rated by the sense of smell frorm

The present population of Brook- 
line is about 25,000. 

The expenditures for 1905 were 
$1,151,638.78; the tax rate was $12 
a thousand, which included State, 
county and special assessments.

The annual town N occurs 
about the middle of March. A print- 
ed notice of this or of any other 
town meeting must be left at the 
residence of every legal voter at 
least seven days beforehand if prac- 
ticable. In emergencies, printed no- 
tices may be posted in twenty pub- 
lic places and inserted in a Boston 
paper twenty-four hours before the 
meeting, 

Thesé notices must contain a com- 
plete list of the questions to come 
before the meeting; what officers, If 
any, are to be elected; what appro- 
priations considered and so forth. 

The first act of any town meeting, 
unless it be an adjourned one, is to 
choose a moderator. At the annuul 
town meeting the next step is the 
opening with prayer, an old custom 
which, however, 1s dispensed with at 
adjourned and special meetings. 

Even the town officers are elected 
at these meetings. Instead of the 
town being divided into districts, 
each with its own polling place, the 
constables are "required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants, qualified to 
vote 1n elections, to meet In the Town 
Hall,” on such and such a day, at 
half past € o'clock in the forenoon.” 

In local politics there is compara- 
lively litle reference to ordinary par- 
ty lines, there being more of a de- 
sire to see the best man for the place 
get it regardless of partisan success. 
Women vote for members of the 
school committee. 

So far at least there has been no 
cry of graft to disturb the good old 
fashioned government of Brookline. 
In spite of the big sums which the 
town annually spends it is claimed 
that the citizens get a better return 
for their' money, than in any other 
place with the same expenditure. 

Twice her citizens have voted on 
the question of annexation to Bos- 
ton and each time they have reject- 
ed the idea with the emphasis of a 
big majority. Meanwhile the place 
grows steadily in population while 
its wealth increases by leaps and;

| OUR STATE FISHERIES. 


| Showing How Maryland aryland Stands In This Line. 
' "The report on the fisheries ot Mary- 
| land in Document No. 609 of the De- 
| partment of Commeroe and Labor, 
| just issued, covers ohiefly the year 
| 1904, It shows that Maryland- has 
[90,054 fishermen ana 10,283 shoremen 
engaged iu the fishing industry, as 
against 28,208 fishermen and 5,665 
shoremen engaged in the fisheries of 
Virginia. Delaware has 1,495 fisher- 
men and 4,040 shoremen in the indus- 
try, while Pennsylvania has 820 fish- 
ermen and 592 shoremen. As respects 
capital invested in the industry, 
Maryland has $5,083,465; Virignia, 
$4,014,994; Delaware. $49,905; Penn- 
sylvania, $9,097,716. Virginia has in- 
oreased her investment by $981,830 
and Delaware by $12,798, bat Mary- 


land and Pennsylvania have since 1901 


deoreased their investments in fisher- 
ies. Maryland's product was valued 
at 88, 896, 500, Virginia's at $5,584,854, 
Delaware's at $259,590, Peunsylvian- 
in's at $107,499. In 1897 Maryland 
held the first place among the Middle 
Atlantio States in the value of its 
fisheries, but the decline of the oys- 
ter industry has now brought the 
Btate down to the fourth place. Since 
1901 there has been a decline. of 5,923 
in the number of men engaged in the 
Maryland fishing industry, ''main- 
ly,’’ saya the report, ‘‘becanse of the 
deoline of the oyster fishery and the 
consequent reduction of foroe in the 
oyster shucking and canning houses. 
The catoh was 81,128,806 pounds, the 
decline since 1901 being 3 per cent in 
quantity and 11 per cent in value. 
There has been some increase in the 
catoh of crabs and menhaden, but the 
greatest decreases have been in oys- 
ters and shad.: Of the men afloat, 
4,990 were on vessels fishing, 1,967 
were aboard vessels engaged in trans- 
portation and 14,807 were employed 
in shore and boat fisheries. Market 
oysters from natural rock wére worth 
$2,098,902, from private beds $301,650. 
Shad gave & value of $159,772: ale- 
wives, $188,000; catfish, $18,881; men- 
haden, $20,189; eels, $159,00; sue- 
teague, $23,207; striped bass, $72,307; 
hardorab $168,996 ; soft crabs, $159,851 ; 
turtles, $456: terrapin, $3,718. Som- 
erset county has the largest fishery 
product in point of value, the output 
consisting chiefly of oysters and craba. 
Dorchester, however, catches more 
oysters than does Somerset. Talbot 
ranks first in the hard-crab industry, 
the orabs being pioked from their 
shells and shipped in bugkete. Wor- 
cester has a considerable oyster plant- 
ing industry. Baltimore oounty and 
Baltimore oity together have 6,446 
men in the fishing business: Somer- 
set, 5,996; Docheéter, 4,987; ‘Talbot, 
2,878; Anne Arundel, 23,931; St. 
Mary's, 1.419: Wionmioco, 1,125; Oal- 
vert, 1,000. The statistics of Mary- 
land's fishing industry indicate that 
the oyster planting law recently pass- 
ed was much needed to maintain an 
industry which was rapidly declining.

lands Public Life—The Judicial Bench 
First District. 


| Much interest on the partof the 
Bar in the First Judicial Circuit -is 
being manifested in the possible fu. 
ture chances in the personnel of that 
Bench, That cirouit includes Wor- 
cester, Wicomico, Somerset and Dor- 
chester counties. Judges Page, Hol- 
land and Lloyd constitute the present 
Bench. Circumstances are such that 
it will not be long before certain ad. 
ditions will be made. There are some 
of the Bench whose terms have near- 
ly expired and who because of age or 
physical infirmities, are not likely to 
seek re.eleotion. That opens up the 
possibility of an almost entirely new 
Bench. The present judges are all 
capable lawyers; and it is cnnsequent 
ly-admitted that the First Cironit has 
been particularly lucky. Judge Page 
is of sufficient distinction to olaim 
for himself a State, rather than -a 
mere oircuit reputation. Judge Lloyd 
was Governor of Maryland, as suc- 
cessor to: Governor MoLane, at the 
time the latter was appointed am- 
bassador to France. Judge Holland 
has long been on the Bench and is 
known by all lawyers of the State as 
being a more than worthy wearer of 
the ermine. Noc one of the three is 
& young man, however; nor is the 
health of any oneof them of the very 
best order. Continuance on the Bench, 
therefore, would probably prove more 
irkeome than welcome to them at thia 
time. Hence, the suspicion that the 
next judicial election ia liable to wit- 
ness an absolutely fresh ticket. 
Hence, also, the quiet, judicial gossip 
heard now and then in the various 
counties of the circuit. There are 
three judgeships and four counties. 
One county, as a consequence, must 
RO without a representative. At pre- 
sent Somerset, Wicomico and Dorches- 
ter are the counties having a judge. 
It is more-than likely that as Worces- 
ter isomitted from the present Bench, 
she will make a sirenuous claim for 
a place in the next one. It is repor- 
ted, however, that all fourof the 
counties are training aspirants for 
the fight. Meseis. John R. Pattison 
and Laird Henry, of Dorchester, are 
among the mentioned.“ 
county, while Mr. James Ellegood, 
of Wicomico, ia said to be the prefer- 
ence in Salisbury.

Lot three were pruned.so that fiv» 
stubs were left, each stub being 
about three inches long.

they come from the nursery.

The results of the test as repart- 
ed by Professor Warren shows tnt 
the severe pruning proved to be tay 
most successful.

Marketing Live Fish. 


A Swiss concern has patented an in- 
genious device for transporting live 
fish, which promises commercial 
value, as well as scientific interest to 
inland colleges desiring to obtain 
specimens of marine life for classroom 
and laboratory work. The device oon - 
sista of a tank of water with a cylin- 
der of oxygen attached. The most 
delicate fish cam be packed in great 
quantities and wil) keep alive for 
thirty six hours, and it isexpected that 
with larger cylinders of oxygen the 
time will be lemgthened. Shellfish 
and eels could be packed like sardines 
ina box. The device is automatic 
and requires no care during transpor- 
tation. Large quantities of live fish 
are now being sent from Switzerland 
to other parta of Europe by the inven- 
tors. Thie firm receives seventy three 
oents a pound for live brook tiout de- 
livered in Vienna while the dead ones 
bring only twenty seven cents a 
pound.

—It wasa damp, foggy night on 
November 1. 1900 when the Royal 
mail steamship Bavarian, bound for, 
Quebeo, struck on Wye Rock, in the 
St. “Lawrence River, 88 miles from 
thid port, says Popular Mechanica 
The great 12,0000 ton ship was alone 
worth $1,000,000, and the next day 
divers went down and reported. the 
bottom of thé hull torn out in great 
pieces and the wreck securely impaled 
on the sharp rooks. 


One after another of the wrecking 


companies tackled the job, but all 
the various methods which had proved 
suoceasfal in other wreoks utterly 
failed with the Bavarian, Finally 
the insuranoé companies in despera- 
fion, began a search for men with 
new and untried ideas. 

The announcement fell into the 
hands of Robert O. King and his 
friend, W. W. Wortherspoon. two 
young American engineers only re- 
cently graduated from .technioal 
achools. One of them had à position 
on one of the tundels under East 
Hiver; he was also an expert diver. 
The two formulated a plan for ex- 
pelling the water from the wreck by. 
means of compressed air, in a man- 
ner similar to that employed in foro- 
ing water out of a caisson. The old 
timers laughed at the soheme, but 
the youngmen were given permission 
to try. All the ship’s conipartments 
were made as air tight as possible, 
the hatches olosed, sealed and fas- 
tened, and air locks were placed on 
the compartments which were full of 
water, 

When all the preliminary work was 
done several batteries of big air com- 
pressors were brought, anchored over 
the wreck and conneoted by flexible 
piping to the interior of the hull. 

The air was sent down into the

out and oh November 16, 1906, the 
wreck suddenly shook itself free from 
the rooky jaws whioh held it and be- 
gan to rise. As it came up through 
60 feet of water it rose faster and 
faster and then appeared on the snr- 
face, covered with the alime of the 
river bottoin. Tugs gathered around, 
mads fast, ani the triumphant pro- 
cession steamed into Quebeo with 
whistles blowing and flags flying.

when a big production. of this kind 
goes on the road—the agent goes 
ahead and gathers extra children in 
each city. Her. method is to go to 
the pricipals of schools, tell them 
what she wants and invite them to 
send to her any strong, healthy chil- 
dren who are able to take part in 
the performance ouside of school 
hours without injury, and who need 
the money. She always gets five 
or six times as many as she needs, 
and at the first rehearsal sifts them 
out. In New York she somtimes 
goes to amateur entertainments, 
school exercises aud the like, look- 
ing for good material. 

A hundred extra children in a bunch 
is about as pretty a sight as can be 
imagined, for they are always chosen 
for their grace and beauty. They 
never seem to get their heads turned, 
nor to develop stage fever. In fact, 
they take the rehearsals as the Eng- 
lish are said to take their pleasures. 
The necessary discipline is naturally 
irksome to children, and they must 
keep still, both as to tongue and feet. 

Children are far more easy to 
train than adult extras. They are 
more pliable, far less self-conscious. 
The manager’s only object is to get 
them simply to be themselves on the 
stage, when they are sure tO make a 
hit. Very few of these extra children 
remain upon the stage. 

Extra children receive $5 a week. 
When they are capable of taking parts 
they get $26 or $35 a week or more. 
Children in parts have increased as 
much as in the chorus in recent years, 
and those charming infants in "Peter 
Pan," "Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch," The Prince Chap" and other 
productions are fresh in the public 
mind. 

Five of the children In the “Cab 
bage patch” were from one family 
and al] had been extras. The mother 
of one of the “Cabbage Patch” chil- 
dren was employed to travel with 
the production for the purpose of car- 
ing for the children. The youngsters 
finished the season healthy and happy, 
and without a day's illness. 

The five children in “Peter Pan" 
had none of them been extras. All 
started with parts. The two little 
girla in “The Prince Chap“ were 
coached for thelr parts by the chil- 
dren's booking agent, 

It is a curious thing that 
actor always does well. There are 
no sticks among them. But the 
charmíng chíldren of the stage are 
seldom heard of afterward. The ex. 
quisite naturalness which makes them 
delightful all disappears as they leave 
the realm of childhood, and they have 
to learn all over again how to be a 
grown up actor.
